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WEDNESDAY EVENING FESTIVALS 

One of The Cleveland Museum of Art’s most popular summer events, the annual 
Wednesday Evening Festivals offer outdoor suppers, music, films, and lectures, in 
addition to major exhibitions. Usually on Wednesday evenings in July, this year’s 
Festivals begin on July 11 and run through August 1 because the July 4 holiday falls 
on a Wednesday. The Festivals coincide with a number of special exhibitions, 
including Photography Until Now, a retrospective celebrating photography’s 
sesquicentennial, and its supporting exhibitions. The Camera and The World Seen 
Anew; English and French Photographs of the 1850s, as well as The Severance 
and Greta Millikin Collection, one of the largest and most important gifts ever 
received by the Museum. 

Festival lectures and films are about photography and photographers and are 
launched with a talk by Photography Until Now organizer John Szarkowski of The 
Museum of Modem Art. Gallery talks describe The Severance and Greta Millikin 
Collection. The 8 pm films are part of a series presented on Wednesdays from June 
27 through August 15. Titled Moving Pictures: Films by Photographers, this 
series is organized and circulated by the American Federation of Arts with support 
from the Eastman Kodak Company and the National Endowment for the Arts. 

Admission to all Festival events, except supper, is free. Box suppers, served in 
the outer garden courtyard from 6:15 to 7:30 pm, are $12.50 for Museum members, 
$15.00 for nonmembers. Wine is available at additional cost. Tickets may be 
purchased at the Museum Bookstore by cash, check, Visa, MasterCard, or American 
Express. Advance telephone reservations and payment may be made through the 
Special Events Office (421-7340, ext.
